LONDON, April 18.—The Atlantic transport 
steamer Minnehaha, which sailed from New 
York on April 9 for London, is ashore on the 
seal rocks at the Scilly islands, near Bish- } 
op’s rock, according to a wireless message 
received at Lioyd’s signal station at the Liz- 
ard at 2:10 this morning. 

Caused by Dense For. 

The Lioyds have wired to Falmouth for as- 
sistance. The wind is west, light, with a 
dense fog, which caused the accident. 

The passengers and crew of the liner are 
being jlanded on Bryher island, one of the 
Scilly group. 

The captain will remain with his ship. 

The Minnehaha sailed from New York on 
April 9 with sixty-one cabin passengers. 
The boat is a cargo carrier of 13,44% tons, 
with limited accommodations for cabin pas- 
sebgers only. It was built in Belfast in lou. 

Scene of Wreck. 

The Scilly islands are off the southwes: 
coast of England, about thirty miles from 
Land’s End.

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The compilation of the number of deaths 
and injuries caused by Fourth of July accl- 
dents, which for years has been a feature 
of Tam CHICAGO TRIBUNDS in its issue follow- 
ing Independence day, has resulted in a con- 
stantly growing: movement for a more sane 
manner of celebration.

He seems more than ever cetermined 
to go ahead on the lines he has laid down, if 
it takes to the end of his term and even if 
it renders him a one term president. 


Legislation His Only Desire. 

Mr. Taft is @ clear sighted. man, and no 
one can doutt that he is aware of the pres- 
ent political situation and its bearings upon 
his own fortunes. But for the present the 
president is certainly much more concerned 
about getting the legislation he has recom- 
mended than he is about 1912. He wants it 
first, because he really believes in it. And 
if he gets it and it has the desired effect on 
the political situation he will no doubt be 
willing to accept whatever benefit the change 
may have on his personal fortunes. 

This, in general, is the ‘view of political 
observers here im both parties. There was 
practically no willingness displayed today 
to comment on the speech of last night for 
publication, but in talking with a number of 
politicians not one was found who took the 
president seriously, One western Repub- 
lican who had discussed the speech with a 
number of his colleagues declared that not 
one of them thought ft other thana jest.

Two photographs were taken at Yerkes 
observatory by Prof. E. E. Barnard and a 
prolonged observation was made through 
the forty inch equatorial telescope by Prof. 
E. B. Frost, 

“I had no difficulty in locating the comet 
with the three inch firder of the great 
telescopé,”” said Prof. Frost. “The tail 
could be seen plainiy with a length of one 
degree. The tail is foreshortened owing to 
the position of the comet, which prevents its 
entire length from being shown at present. 

‘*The most interesting fact about the ob- 
servation was that we are beginning to see 
the nucleus of the comet, whereas heretofore 
we have seen only its gaseous envelope. 
Without definitely committing myself to a 
specific date, I will say that this observa- 
tion seems to promise that the comet may 
be seen without a telescope in about six 
days.” 

The comet will rise about an hour and a 
half before the sun each morning from now 
until May 18. It will reach its greatest west- 
ern elongation on May 7.

TAYLOR REPLIES TO GLENN. 


Head of Chicago Commons Is Glad His 


ment Report Points Out” 
-Some- New ‘Abuses. 


BETTER THAN OF OLD, 


Declares Cash Compromise with 
McCurdys Was Juggied “by 
Committee. 


New York, April 1%7.—The first investigation 
of the Mutual. Life Insurance company. of 
New York undertaken by the state insurance 
department since Gov. “Hughes uncovered 
the scandals of 1905 has been completed by 
Supt. Hotchkiss. The gist of the report in- 
cludes these facts: 

The final efforts of the new manage- 
ment to recover $3,000, 000 from the late 
President Richard A. McCurdy and his 
associates of the old management re- 
sulted in a net outgo of $237,349 more 
than the company received from ‘the Mc- 
Curdys, 

Since the Armstrong’ law went into 
effect the Mutual's expenses of main- 
tenance and administration have dropped 
from $15,720,001 in 1904, the year previ- 
ous to the Armstrong investigation, to 
$7,451.186 in 1908, while the volume of 
business has remained about the same. . 

Agents Campaigned for Directors. 

As late as 1006 agents of the company 
were still active campaigners in the in- 
terests of directors seeking re@lection, 
although the report does not charge that 
this, was, donq at the instigation of the 
directors themselves or with their con- 
nivance. For these electioneering serv- 
ices agents of the company received in 
1906 $168,351 of the policyholders’ moneys. 

So late as 1908 payments to agents ag- 
gregating $354,144, which did not ap- 
pear on the books of the company as 
bonuses for getting. new business, but 
nevertheless are believed by the depart- 
ment to be such, paid in violation of the 
Armstrong law, were traced to the Boston 
office. There is no record of them in 
the: home office. In Boston they are 
charged to “‘ supervision of old business,” 
which is to say, to prevent the lapsing 
of old policies. 

Supt. Hotchkiss characterizes the report 
submitted by the company’s committee which 
recommended the acceptance of the compro- 
mise with the McCurdys as “untrue in at 
least two particulars and deceptive in one.’ 

“And it seems to us,’ the report con- 

tinues, “that either the committee did not 

know the facts or purposely migied the board 
of directors. Nevertheless the report on 
the whole is complimentary to the company. 

The examiners find that the company has 

complied in the main with the Insurance law 

as amended by the Armstrong committee.”’ 


Peabody Has Little to Say. 

Charlies A. Peabody, president of the Mu- 
tual Iife Insurance company, was seen to- 
day in connection with this report. Asked 
to comment upon it hesaid:. 

“The only subject in the report of the 
examiner of the department which requires 
any comment is that relating to the settie- 
ment of the company’s claims against the 
former officers of the company. 

“This committee acted under the advice 
and approval of Messrs. Joseph H. Choate 
and James McKeen, the company’s counsel 
having the matter in charge. They held a 
number of meetings extending over three 
weeks and examined the facts and circum- 
tances upon which the claims of the com- 
pany were based, and made a report to the 
trustees recommending the settlement which 
afterward was made. The examiner of the 
insurance department has reached a different 
conclusion on the samre facts.

The rates charged by 
many are inadequate to furnishe whole life 
protection and the members must look for- 
ward to an increase in these rates."’

‘The disappearance of Ira Sayler, brother 
of John Byron Sayler, who wae shot last 
July at Crescent City, Ilh, ts the aftermath 
of the Sayler murder tria) which has devel- 
oped into a mystery. After a week's ab- 
sence of a brother of the victim of the tragedy 
the police of Watseka began to drag the 
Iroquois river yesterday in the belief that 
he had drowned himeelitf. 

The youngest brother of the slain banker 
disappeared lest Monday night following 
the announcement of the verdict convicting 
Dr. W. R. Miller and Mrs. Lucy Sayler of 
manslaughter. He was seen to go to his 
room in a hote) after the verdict had been 
returned and has not beeri seen since. 

It became known yesterday that before the 
Sayler trial he recetved a letter from his aged 
mother, Mrs. Phoebe Sayler, asking him to 
bring evidence to the trial] to obtain a convic- 
tion of the defendants. The letter was said 
to contain a demand that he see to it that 
the extreme penalty be imposed upon the 
defendants, 


Disappears After Trial Ends. 

When the verdict gave a sentence of twelve 
years to Dr. Miller and three years to Mrs. 
Lucy Sayler he failed to return to his mother, 
who finally explained the reasons for’ his dis- 
appearance. 

During the last year Ira Sayter had re- 
mained on the Sayler farm near Watseka 
and assisted Jacob Schindler in the manage- 
ment of the place. He did not appear asa 
spectator at the trial until the last week: 

Suit was begun in Watseka on Saturday 
for the partition of the Sayler estate. It was 
said that the other heirs would resist the 
claim of Mrs. Lucy Sayler to a portion of 
the estate, though only the forma) petition 
was filed.

Washington, D. C., April 17—[@pecial.}—

“ Permanent construction is contemplated 
and long HMved material is used.

Danger- 
ous places in the mountains are protected by 
stringing steel chains between concrete posts. 

“All of this means much fer the future of 
the territory, for good roads are almost the 
equivalent of having a railroad running past 
the front gate. Good roads are a great asset 
for any locality, and are matters of the ut- 
most importance to settlers. We are doing 
everything possible to make New Mexico as 
attractive as possible from the transportation 
point of view.” 

San Juan county and the valley of the Pecos 
river are prominent among the localities that 
are to be benefited by the development work 
now in progress in New Mexico. San Juan 
county lies in the northwestern part of the 
territory and is an empire fh itself. At pres- 
ent it lacks adequate rail facilities, but it 
seems certain that the deficiency wil! be sup- 
plied as soon as the county is settled, This 
county lies at an altitude varying from 4,800 
to. 6,000. feet. Its climate resembles that of 
Colorado, except that ft is somewhat milder 
owing to the southern location. 

In prehistoric days San Juan county must 
have supported a population of several mil- 
lions of people. Proof of this fs found in 
numerous ruins and mounds. Across the 
river from the present city of Aztec are ruins 
of what must have been a city of great size. 
In several places are the walls of stone 
pueblos different from any built by the In- 
dians of today. Pueblo Bonito, where some 
of the rarest archeological treasures have 
been found, contained 1,400 rooms. 


Ruins Never Fully Explored. 

The ruins are so extensive that they never 
have been fully explored. Ruins of stone and 
adobe dwellings are thick on the plains and 
along the cliffs, and both pottery and imple- 
ments are found frequently. Although the 
history of the people who lived here is un- 
known it is certain that they must have been 

@ great race. The spot they selected for the 
site of their homés has been almost negiect- 
ed for centuries, but it soon will be used by

They not only received no 
invitation to dinner from the sovereign, but at the 
official and social entertainments at which they were 
present were compelled to yleld the “pas” to every 
titled personage there. Queen Victoria conversed with 
Gen. and Mts.

After spend- 
ing the night at the castle they.were driven through 
the ‘home park to visit variotis points of interest, 
were conducted over the mausoleoum at Frogmore, 
which she had erected over the tomb of her husband, 
the prince consort, and where she now herself reposes 
beside him, and at 12 o'clock they returned to Lon- 
don in time for lunch. 

The invitations to the king and queen's favorite 
country home at Sandringham, where both of them 
are seen at their best, are reserved for personal 
friends, and sometimes some distinguished foreigner, 
not a royal personage, is asked by way of a special 
compliment. But this only happens when the San- 
dringham season is on—that is to say, in the autumn 
and around Christmas time. 

Ex-President Roosevelt's stay at the Schloss at Ber- 
lin is likely to prove an infinitely greater source of 
expense to him than would have been his sojourn at 
any hotel in the Prussian capital. For royal servants 
receive such enormous gratuities from royal and im- 
perial guests—gratuities which mount up into the 
thousands of dollara—that they will not be able to 
understand why the ex-president, who is an American

Conditions Change Since 1900, 

Practically every condition at the sbesient 
time governing the course of wheat prices 
is in radical opposition to a year ago. This 
is most strikingly {llustrated in the cash 
situation. A year ago, although May wheat 
was seereen Fi at much higher prices than at 
t, cash values were much higher than 
the May, with millers paying any price de- 
manded for red winter wheat. Stocke were 
low and at the end of the crop year there 

was practically an absolute exhaustion of 
supplies. This season the demand is dead. 
Instead of being bare of supplies millers 
and flour dealers have large stocks, while 
the farmers who have hoarded their wheat 
for extravagant ptemiums have been dis- 
appointed and are finding but very little in- 
quiry for their stocks. _All reports indicate 
a slow trade in flour. Jobbers and dealers 
loaded up early in the season, and also 
bought ahead to anticipate any shortage at 
the end of the season. This makes a weak 


situation at the peeoant as early buyers | 
are now reselling at on than at as gs 
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quotations. 
World’s Situation | ‘Pearish. 
These conditions are not peculiar to the 
United States. Stocks have been brought up 
to normal proportions in, other countries, 
and whereas a year ago world’s shipments 
were running below the weekly require- 
ments, this year they haye been unusually 
large all the year with ho signs of any ma- 
terial abatement. This makes the foreigner 
indifferent to our wheat, as he is being offered 
large quantities for prompt and forward ship- 
ment by nearly all of our leading competitors. 
World's stocks are larger than a year ago. 
The prospects for any export business in new 
wheat at current prices are not good, unless 
there is a break in July and'September prices 
to a basis which will permit competition 
with other exporting countries. The theory 
that we are on a home consumptive basis will 
be put to the test soon, and few bulls believe 
that prices can be maintained at anywhere 
near recent levels without the aid of foreign 
buying of at least a part of/our surplus. E. 


September Gets Fair Support. | 
May and July holders have been changing 
their wheat over into the September delivery

In September the Bart- 
lett-Patten house is credited with being long 
several million bushels, which was bought at 
much higher prices. At the close lest nignt 
there was very little wheat for any delivery 
that showed any profit.
